The"Vail award plaque which was 


presented to the Associated and 
Southern Telephone companies at 
Long Beach for deeds accomplished 
during the recent earthquake devas- 
tation in the beach region, at a ban- 
quet some weeks ago, will be on 
display next week in the offices of 
the local telephone company next 
week.

Brought in the name of a 


voter within the township, a 
writ of mandamus is to be re- 
turned before the supreme 
court of the state of California 
on October 2, which may result 
in the elimination of Justice of 
the Peace Sorey of El Monte 
from the election on November 
6 to the position of justice in 
the 
newly-consolidated 
El 


Monte township, it was reveal- 
ed yesterday thru filings by the 
law firm of Mott, Vallee and 
Grant of Los Angeles. 


The writ is an order to show cause 


by William Kerr, county registrar, 
and Judge Sorey as to why Sorey's 
name should not be eliminated from 
the ballot, the legal contention being 
that in the event that the population 
of the township is 30,000 or over, an 
attorney, regularly admitted to prac- 
tice law in California, is the only 
one qualified to occupy the position. 
Judge Sorey is not a lawyer, and it 
is contended by several candidates 
who participated in the primaries 
that the new township is in the 
class-A group, containing more than 
30,000 in population. 


Upon sufficient proof that the 


township is over 30,000 in population 
the candidacy of Judge Sorey is void, 
legal authorities declare. This proof, 
or the lack of it, is to be determined

Judge Thomas B. Reed of Covina, 


who is a candidate for election to 
the new township position, said yes- 
terday that he did not feel satisfied 
with this new move, as he felt that 
it might not be helpful to his can- 
didacy. It was the belief of some 
authorities, he said, that in the event 
that Judge Sorey is eliminated, the 
third man on the primary ballot will 
automatically be placed in the run- 
ning. This is Attorney Wohlford of 
El Monte. Whether this is true has 
not been determined, but Judge [ 
Reed did not feel that there would 
be any advantage accruing to his 
own candidacy thru the determina- 
tion of these legal points. 
"I am conducting my campaign 


quietly from the standpoint of per- 
sonal contacts with the voters in all 
parts of the district, and many 
friends are working for me," Judge 
Reed said. "I feel that this personal 
contact campaign should be all the 
activity in which I engage in this 
campaign. Of course it is necessary 
for the person who occupies the pos- 
ition be legally elected, but I am not 
personally engaging in this phase," 
the judge said. 
The writ is brought in the name 


of a qualified voter, as required by 
law. He is Timothy Shea of Baldwin 
Park.

Eminent Lawyer 


Discusses Courts 


Before Forum 


"The Problems of the Law Courts" 


was the subject chosen by Joseph 
Scott, well-known senior member of 
the Los Angeles bar, last Monday 
night at the season's opening meet- 
ing for the Covina evening high 
school forum. 
- Mr. Scott traced the growth of the 
democratic form of government as 
developed by the framers of the 
constitution and expressed in the 
three functions—legislative, execu- 
tive, and judicial. 


The ideals of the early American 


statesmen in developing the inde- 
pendence of the three branches of 
government was pointed, out, also 
that all three should be directly re- 
sponsible to the will of the people. 
From these ideals of the constitution, 
Mr, Scott pointed out some develop- 


•:•—•* ments of recent times that have de- 
parted from the original plans ' for 
the courts. 


Outstanding among these prob- 


lems are the reluctance of the citi- 
zens to render efficient jury ser- 
vice, and the tendency toward con- 
flicting testimony on the part of 
witnesses. These two things, coupled 
with inability and Inexperience on 
the bench, have made the courts fall 
below the high standards set by the 
framers of the constitution. 


As a remedy for these conditions, 


Mr. Scott suggested more efficient 
training of the youth in the homes 
and the schools and a better selec- 
tion of the candidates for the bench. 


The hour of discussion following 


the lecture was quite spirited and 
participated in by many individuals. 
Mr. Scott, from his rich experience 
of a lifetime at the bar, told of many 
interesting events that illustrated 
the points of the discussion.

their parents and grandparents; those who 
have dwelt, here for only a few years will be 
interested in the revival of the history of the 
valley at the fiftieth anniversary celebration 
in Covina on Saturday, October 13. 


We should not be ancestor worshipers, nor 


should we forget the past in an eager scanning 
of what the future may hold for us. Much 
can be learned of value from the struggles 
of the pioneers. In the Covina valley they 
have bequeathed to us much of romance and 
heroism, of quiet courage born on the plains 
amid the cactus and sunflowers. The story of 
water in this valley from the time that it was 
diverted from the canyons until it made pos- 
sible the thousands of acres of citrus groves 
is in itself a book of interest, of thrill and of 
charm. 


Everyone should bend an effort to bring 


visitors and relatives to this celebration. It 
will be a homecoming, a pleasant break in the 
routine of the valley, a time to renew human 
contacts and to re-value our lives. 


Mountain Roadways— 


A roadway forty feet wide, with high-gear Florida Benefits 


grades has been started this week to connect 
Big Pines recreation camp on the eastern 
edge of Los Angeles county with Crystal lake 
and Pine Flats at the head of the north fork 
of the San Gabriel river. This is a new link 
in the Angelus Crest highway. 


Work on mountain roads sometimes seems 


to progress slowly, but gradually we are ac- 
quiring a network in the Sierra Madre range 
that is opening up new scenery and pleasure 
opportunities, and the nearby mountains are 
at last coming to be a competitor with the 
ocean for the weekend crowds. 
^,, There are some fine spots along this new 
road rOute, reaching six and seven thousand 
feet, opening Big Rock creek and Vincent 
gulch areas, skirting the north slope of Mt. 
Baden-Poweli, and reaching to the shoulders 
of Mt. Islip and Mt. Hawkins, almost directly 
north of Covina. 


The pleasure traffic to Fine Flats and Cry- 


stal lake camps this year has shown a distinct 
increase. The flats are high enough to be cool 
on most summer days, and there is ample 
room for picnic parties. The several beautiful 
falls of Coldbrook are close by, and there is 
wild and beautiful scenery along Soldier 
creek. Within a few miles of Covina, or the 
matter of forty-five minutes of driving, we 
have one of the best mountain camps in the 
southland. 


Average auction prices on Florida oranges 


sold in 1933-34 were 24 cents per box higher 
than in the preceding year, and on grapefruit 
32 cents higher, according to the report of Ir- 
win A. Yarnell, retiring chairman of the Flor- 
ida citrus control committee. Average selling 
price for 6,500,000 boxes of oranges sold on 
auction was $2.66, and for 4,000,000 boxes of 
grapefruit $2.38. Had government control of 
shipments been in effect thruout the entire 
season, Mr. Yarnell says, prices would have 
been higher. 


"Nearly twio» the volume of oranges was 


sold at f.o.b. and at auction during the two 
control periods of the season as was shipped 
during the two periods when the committee 
was inactive," Mr. Yarnell points out. "In 
spite of this situation, with respect to volume, 
however, growers received for their oranges 
average on the tree 55.9 cents more at auction 
and 17.4 cents more in f.o.b. markets than 
during the non-control periods, or a weighted 
average on all shipments of 42.7 cents per box. 


"The reason for this margin in favor of the 


auction markets may be traced directly to the 
fact that the control committee effectively 
could regulate shipments only to these mar- 
kets because of the lack of provision in the 
agreement which permitted control over the 
truck movement or over the total volume 
leaving the state. No restrictions whatever 
could be attempted to benefit f.o.b. markets."

Albert W. Harris, chairman of the board 


of directors of the Harris Trust and Savings 
bank of Chicago, writing to his board and 
financial authorities in general, says: 


Sagging quotations on state, municipal and 


government securities, recorded during the 
past two weeks, are not justified by the con- 
dition of these political subdivisions, and is 
probably due to a hammering down for the 
purpose of raising interest rates. It might be 
said, in this connection, that interest rates 
have been too low, especially on federal offer- 
ings. 


The implication from bond markets is that 


the federal credit has been threatened by a 
growing deficit in the national budget, and by 
a spending program for relief that has reached 
the highest totals in the history of any nation. 
But an analysis, especially one made by eco- 
nomists not connected either with bond houses 
or with the government, fails to bear out this 
intimation. 


The United States prosecuted the world- 


war, paying its own costs and the costs of the 
allies to a very large extent. All of the gov- 
ernment expenditure made necessary during 
the last three years by the depression, includ- 
ing the last year of the previous administra- 
tion and the period so far of the present ad- 
ministration, has not resulted in a total as 
great as the total cost of one year of the prose- 
cution of the world-war. 


We threw money away for the world-war, 


getting nothing back. It was almost complete 
wastage. We are expending huge sums for 
relief, and much of it will not result in any 
tangible assets for the future. It is largely 
wastage. But it at least is being expended 
to save humanity instead of destroying it. 


The point, however, that should be consid- 


ered, is that if we can spend billions for war 
without destroying the nation's credit, it fol- 
lows that we should be able to spend for relief 
and not dislocate or impair our financial 
standing as a people. Uncle Sam, backed by 
one hundred and twenty million people, is 
good for a few dollars at the bank for quite a 
spell yet. 


"The cheaper anything can be produc- 


ed, the more of it can be sold, and the 
more of everything that can be sold, the 
more people will be needed to make it." 
This statement is evidently made in all sin- 


cerity, and fifteen years ago it would have 
circulated without challenge as axiomatic in 
industry, and, as a matter of fact, basic in in- 
dustrial success. But it was just this method 
that contributed hugely to the wreck of Amer- 
ican business. 


Industrialists struggled for hundreds of 


years to manufacture products with the least 
amount of expenditure, in order to go into 
the market at a price that would undersell 
their competitors. They used the minimum 
amount of labor, which is generally the larg- 
est expenditure item in any product. In order 
to do this they set their inventors and scien- 
tists at work in the laboratories, resulting in 
labor-saving machines and devices. The re- 
sult, as we see today, was not that more could 
be sold because it had been made cheaper, 
and more people were not needed to make it. 
Just the opposite was the result of this fallacy. 


Machines and power replaced men and wo- 


men. 
The product was made at a less cost to 


the producer. But men and women, out of 
work, could not buy. The manufacturer still 
has his product unsold, and the would-be con- 
sumer is forced to go without the use of the 
product because of a lack of employment and 
therefore a lack of money. 


Cheapening the cost of a product by reduc- 


ing the labor costs worked for a period when 
the country and the world was expanding, 
and when men and women could find work. 
But it won't work now. It is strange that men 
in high places will continue to cling to this 
fallacy, and put it out as a fundamental truth. 
Until they get rid of this idea, or until the 
industry gets rid of such people possessed of 
such ideas, permanent recovery is not pos- 
sible.

Intellectual Theory Is One Thing 
•—Practical Administration Another

Capital—credit—investment, which are all one and the 


same thing, has been like the turtle at whom stones have 
been thrown. During the last several years it has been 
inside of its shell, tightly closed. Until there are signs that 
the coast is clear, capital will not start moving. 


If every time it peeks out it sees a hostile crowd of 


stone-throwers, it will close the shell all the tighter, and 
factories will remain shut, payrolls will be pared down to 
the irreducible minimum, and long lines of men and wo- 
men will continue to form in front of employment agencies 
and soup kitchens. 


In the opinion of the best authorities in United States, 


and even in Europe, Upton Sinclair is an able author. He 
may have a place in social development that is important, 
and perhaps of assistance to the country in solving its wel- 
fare problems. The menace I see in him is in placing him 
in a position of responsibility, where he has power of de- 
cision over a great body of people. If there is any truth or 
virtue in the theories he advocates, the only manner in 
which they can become valuable is by the slow process of 
adoption by practical agencies that have the soundness 
and ability to sift the chaff from the wheat. 


For nearly four years we have seen capital so cautious 


that any radical change or advocacy of a change causes it 
to tighten up. It is tightening up today in California as 
never before in decades. Whatever theorists may say, capi- 
tal and its free use and flow is the foundation for business, 
and business is the only basis for payrolls and the distribu- 
tion of wealth. The Republican party in California is at- 
tempting to arouse the people to the need for a return in 
confidence on the part of investors. Before payrolls can 
be paid, capital must be invested. It will not be invested 
as long as there is a spirit of vengeance in the land, a spirit 
of punishment for past deeds and alleged deeds that are 
supposed to be the reason for the economic disturbance 
in which we find ourselves. 


There is something wrong with our financial and indus- 


trial machinery, we must all admit, else we would not now 
be in the midst of this prolonged depression. But we can't 
correct conditions by smashing the machinery. There are 
many otherwise able, thinking people who do not seem to 
get this point—that capital will not move in a hostile mar- 
ket, and until it does begin to move we cannot expect to 
emerge from economic depression. 


The Republican program of sound rehabilitation thru 


investment confidence is the only actual way out. It may 
not be as sensational, but it is the only way that has work- 
ed in the past, or that will work in the future. Upton Sin- 
clair will not aid in restoring business confidence. He is 
looked upon by conservative investors as a threat to busi- 
ness recovery. Then, how can the laboring man or any 
other, figure that such a man can make times good again? 


It is my belief that common sense will prevail, that, 


attitude of mind characteristic of the American people, and 
Governor Merriam will be looked upon in November as 
the more logical man to head this state government in these 
perilous times. The question should be approached with- 
out animosity, without personalities, passion or prejudice, 
but merely from the standpoint of benefit to ourselves and 
to those who are dependent upon us.

IT DOES NOT FOLLOW THAT THE TOWNSEND 


PLAN IS SOUND OR WORKABLE. IT IS 


GOOD PUBLICITY TO SHOW THE 


DESIRE, TEMPER OF PEOPLE 


By HENRY L. MARSHALL 


Better than two hundred people, practically all elderly, gath- 


ered in the chill atmosphere of Covina city park Tuesday night, 
and listened to an earnest young man expound the doctrines of 
the Townsend old-age pension plan. They were serious; they 
did very little applauding, but were obviously impressed. 


And the conclusion of this writerf" 


is simply this—that if citizens have 
a desire to sign the petitions for this 
plan, and by other acts to encourage 
the movement, they should do so. If 
such a petition is presented to me, 
I will sign it. 


But not with any idea that the 


plan is workable or feasible. I am 
sorry to say that the plan is in real- 
ity not a plan, but a mere statement. 
The plight of old people past sixty 
in this state and country moves them 
to support this movement as drown- 
ing men will grasp at straws. There 
are some splendid features to this 
so-called plan, but they were al- 
ways obvious since the dawn of 
civilization, and can't be said to be 
new. 


The principle of old-age pensions 


has been recognized in many lands, 
principally in Scandinavian coun- 
tries, and the justice of this principle 
is a matter of no dispute. But the 
Townsend plan, which is only one of 
some five hundred old-age pension 
plans in America today, has no 
greater appeal to the practical man 
than any that has been evolved. Here 


is the reason why the petitions 
should be signed: 


Publicity for the old-age pen- 


sion plan evolved by Dr. Town- 
send, or for any other plan, will 
hasten action by congress. The 
Townsend plan will never be 
adopted by congress, but millions 
of names forwarded to Washing- 
ton will reveal definitely that a 
great body of people in this na- 
tion want old-age pensions or in- 
surance. It will hasten the day 
when the old and the disabled will 
be granted security—a security 
which is theirs by right of a long 
life spent in usefulness, in loyalty 
to the government, in sacrifice for 
their families. 
The only pressure that can be 


brought to bear on congress is that 
of publicity for an idea, in order 
that the government will get busy 
and evolve legislation along lines 
that are practical and workable. It 
is not necessary that the Townsend 
plan, or any ether, be adhered to 
and fought for. The vital thing is 
to impress upon congress that old- 


age pensions or insurance must be 
granted. 


MUST SPEND ALT, 


Under the Townsend plan every 


male and female reaching the age of 
sixty and who is not an habitual 
criminal can receive a pension of 
$200 per month until death, with the 
conditions that the recipient spend 
all of this monthly payment within 
the month and within the confines 
of the United States. They must not 
work at any gainful occupation while 
drawing this pension. The law pro- 
vides that this money shall be raised 
by a federal retail sales tax, high on 
luxuries, low on necessities. A fund 
of approximately two billion dollars 
must be provided by the govern- 
ment to start the pension payments 
during the initial months. That such 
payments with compulsory distribu- 
tion of the money each month will 
greatly aid in the circulation of 
money is the contention of the ad- 
vocates. 


It is computed that there are 10,- 


300,000 people in the United States 
over sixty years of age. It is ex- 
pected that 8,000,000 will apply for 
the pension. Many will not imme- 
diately apply because they are en- 
gaged in business or occupation that 
is successful or which is guarantee- 
ing a living.' This would cause the 
circulation of $1,600,000,000 in trade 
each month, and would, in the esti- 
mation of the Townsend planners, 
cause .a big stimulation of buying, 
consequently exhausting commodity 
stocks. The plan would relieve the 
unemployment situation in two ways, 
they say—by exhausting commodity 
stocks which would necessitate the 
starting of the factories and the 
planting of fields for replacement, 
and the removal of eight million 
people from gainful labor, a large 
portion of which would need re- 
placement by younger people in 
these occupations. They claim that 
unemployment would be practically 
wiped out thru this method. 


: 
USE OF MONEY 


The planners say rightly that the 


older people are fully entitled to the 
use of this money, and point out 
that this is all that will occur—that 
it is the use of the money that is 
important. They cannot save it or 
hoard it.

In answer to the question as to 


why the amount is set at $200 per 
month when it is entirely possible 
for most people to live quite com- 
fortably on $100 per month, the 
Townsend planners say that it is not

In 
ther words to feed the soul as well 
s the body. 
All the money so used in paying 
ensions will return immediately to 
le marts of trade, they point out. It 
ill not leave the country. It would 
nsure business stability, stop the 
ear of insecurity, stimulate new 
nterprises on a long-view basis, en- 
ourage the young to work with the 
ssurance that they, too, will be car- 
d for in their old age. 


CRIME TO DECREASE 


The Townsend planners believe 
lat the cost thru retail sales taxes 
vill be completely offset by even- 
ual dropping in the volume of crime, 
"hey claim that the crime cost in 
lis country, together with charity, 
nd all forms of relief, is greater 
lan the cost of this proposed pen- 
ion, 
and that we can reasonably 


uppose that crime will drastically 
ecrease when the fear of insecurity 
s removed. The wisdom and ex- 
lerience of the elder people will be 
,t the service of the government, 
lational, state and municipal. Men 
md women will have time to parti- 
ipate in politics on a sound basis. 
There is much more to the theo- 


retical projections in this plan, but 
he plan is advertised as being ex- 
remely simple and understandable. 
Criticism might take the form that 
he plan is simple as stated, but vast- 
y intricate when confronted by an 
actual placing into effect. It might 
De said of it as has been said of the 
story of the creation of the world in 


'enesis, that it was simply told in 


six hundred words, but that we have 
been attempting to discover very 
important details ever since. 


LEGISLATION CERTAIN 


Old-age pensions or insurance or 


both are coming. They are one o 
the inevitable phases of the inevit- 
able program for social legislation 
The country must have them. It i 
a part of the new era, the period o 
awakening to the need for practice 
social welfare. This writer believe 
that old-age pensions or insurance' 
will be evolved by congress on a 
premise laid down by the old-line 
insurance companies, plans which 
have been in operation for hundreds 
oj years, -and which? are actuarial 
and of the endowment form. Ther 
will perhaps be two forms to thi 
legislation—the immediate pension 
which should be paid from the higher 
brackets of the income taxes, anc 
the long-time compulsory insurance 
form which would make it obligatory 
on the part of every citizen earning 
money thru his lifetime to pay into 
the treasury of the government a 
certain percentage of his wages 
monthly, augmented by a similar 
payment for him by his employer. 


This will be compulsory, and will 


be amortized over the period of his 
life, and will differ little from the 
old-line insurance plans, save that 
it will be compulsory on the part 


of all. The amount that the man or 
woman past sixty will receive will 
then be determined by the amount 
paid in, and its amortization. In the 
meantime, say in the next ten or 
fifteen years, there must be a straight 
pension, financed thru taxation. 


The Townsend planners fail to see 


that a retail sales tax does riot create 
more money in circulation. It is 
merely using money that is already 
in circulation. It does not create any 
new wealth, nor does it distribute 
money that may be held out of cir- 
culation by the income taxpayers in 
the major brackets. It is computed 
that a retail sales tax that would 
adequately meet such pension pay- 
roll would amount to ten cents on 
every dollar spent, and this in addi- 
tion to the sales taxes now collected 
by cities, states and the nation. 


IDEA IS IMPORTANT 


Criticism of any plan for old-age 


pensions or insurance is not criticism 
of the idea of old-age pensions or 
insurance. That's why this writer 
says that 
the 
Townsend 
effort 


should be supported if the individ- 
ual wishes to do so, in order that 
congress and the president may be 
assured that adequate legislation 
lust be evolved and put into effect, 
"he Townsend plan and other plans 
ire good publicity, to apprise the 
ongress that the people are insis- 
ent en such legislation. Congress 


l proceed to write a bill that will 


>e practicable and workable, and at 
east a good start will be made along 
he road to real social legislation. It 
s coming.
